Tue following Bill was read a second time in 
the Legislative Council on the 2nd May 1857, 
and was referred to a Select Committee, who are 
to report thereon after the 13th of August next :— 


A Bill to make lawful compulsory labor for the 
prevention of mischief by inundation, and to 
provide for the enforcement of customary labor 
to cértain works of irrigation in the Presi- 
dency of Fort Saint George. 


Wuoereas tho safety of person and property is 
endangered inundations 
caused by sudden breaches of 
the embankments of tanks, rivers, and canals, and 
of anicuts and other like works, and it is neces- 
sary for the common good to make it obligatory 
on persons of the laboring classes, when dul 
called upon, to unite their labor to prevent suc! 
breaches, or to repair them instantly ; and where- 
ag it is expedient to make legal provision for the 
enforcement of the duty which by local custom is 
incumbent on village communities to furnish the 
labor required for the execution of certain works 
for the purpose of irrigation and drainage ; It is 
enactgd as follows: — 


I. Whenever it shall appear to the Officer in 
ibe cay its ome or any tank, nyers or 
be canal, or of any aniout or other 
siperauag ‘ke "work, that there is im- 
ing breachewin the minent danger of the embank- 
Embark, ment of ach tank, river, or 
canal being breached, or of a 
breach being made in such anicut or other work, 
and of a destructive inundation being caused there- 
by which may be prevented by a large body of 
laborers immediately working together to strength-
